Act by unreafonable People, which are fomented 
by the commen Enemics of our Peace. 

Ol, Lam ie. iy to do all that’s in my Power 
for the Savice -f the Publick, Roger. While the 
Naturaliz:tion-Act was on foot, IT urg’d what | 
thous twas proper to promote 1t, which gave Sa- 
tisfaction to Men of Senfe, that ftudy'd the We'- 
farc of the Nation: And I am fo far from think- 
ing, that T was in the Wrong, notwithftanding 
the coming over of fo many poor Palatines, that | 
am :ather covfirm’d in my Judgment, as :o the 
Benefit of that Act, tho’ Lreadily own, that PT did 
not apprehend that fo many poor People coull e- 
ver have thoucht of making any Benehit by it, and 
that I conceiv’d it would rather have been fuch as 
had Stocks to t:prove, who might be induc'd to 
come hither on that Acconnt, confidering the Hap- 
pinel? of on. Vonftitution, would we keep to it, 
the Pytent and comparative Fruitfulncfs of our 
Ten .ories, the large Compris of our Trade, and 
the ebundance of our native Commodities for c1- 
larging it much more, were there proper Mcthods 
taker. to encovege it. Nor am I yet without 
Hopes. that as thave are among, thofe Palatines, if I 
be richusy .tcuove Sica of tolerable Subitance, 
we may maticcle Time heer of no fmall Numbers 
of ich that will be ercourac d by our Naturaliza- 
tion- “+, to come cid icttie amoung us. 

Coutryerie VY with they may, Mafier, But in 
the mean Time, Tihould !e¢ glid you would cna- 
ble me to anfwer a common Objcction, which 1 
find in the Mouths of a great many, wiz. That we 
dont want People, but have rether too many, for 
any Thing we have to do for them. 

Jbf. T dare be bold to fay, Reger, the Men who 
talk io, never Cudy'd eitha the Condition or Ii- 
tereft of our Country. nor fpent a querter ef an 
Hour in pohucal Arithmetick durine thar whole 
Lives; otherwite they would not make fuch a tri- 
fling and unjult Oljection. ‘To convince you of 
this, Roger, 1 fhall quote you fome Things from 
Dr. Davenant’s Effay upon the probable Atesbads of 
making Peor'e Gainers in tee Bellance of Trad, a Sub- 
ject that deferves ithe m ft ferious Siudy, and tm- 
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torbe 5 Millions anda half, andif we allow Scotland 
and Ireland two Millions betwixt ‘em, which Lf be. 

hheve is too great a Proportion, not for the Extent of 
Ground, but in Coniideration of Fy gicnd’s Popu- 
loutnels and Trade, that makes but 7 Millions and 
a half, which is above ten Acres per Liccd. of which 
they compute there are but feven and a quarter pr 
Head in England, bec.uie itis mott populous; and, 
according to the above-mention’d Propertion of 
People and Land, it makes aghteen Acres per Head 
in Scotland and dreland : By which it appears, toa 
Demonttration, Roger, that our Dominions in Fx- 
rope, befides what we have mn Jd (TICA, are capable 
of maintaining above four times the Number of our 
People, according to the Proportion in Folland, 
where they have not above three Acres and three 
quarters per keead by common Comput: tion.
